Frank
Brislow, an itblo lawyer and editor, of
Tpdd County, is strongly in favor of
a LOMSlitution.il Convention. He
thinks (hat Ihe manner of changing
our Constitution Is itself an awkward
piece of legislation, but, for bur part,
this feature is decidedly correct. The
Constitution as it now stands pro-

vides that Ihe Legislature shall first
decide that it is necessary for a
change and (hat the issue shall be
submitted to the neonlo. Alter the
question !s atllrniaiively decided by
tne voto ot (lie nconie, then It iroes
back to a new Legislature to approve
a second time, who again submits it
lo the people, and with (his continued
succession of submittal the issue Is
delayed probably for five years. This
gives lo the Constitution' subslim.
liability and prevents all rash and
hasty legislation. When we have a

change and alteration so much the
more are we assured of its wisdom.
